REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 10-20 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 5, 7, 12, 13, and 
16 have been amended. Claims 3 and 9 have been cancelled. Claims 5 and 16 have been 
amended to address the Examiner's objections. No new matter has been entered as a result of 
these amendments. The Examiner objected to line 4 of claim 12 on page 24 of the 
application. The Applicants reviewed this section and fail to find anything needing correction 
as "the server" of line 4 is referring back to "a server" in line 3. Accordingly, claim 12 is 
correct as provided. Claims Applicants acknowledge the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claims 1, 2, 7, and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent 7,092,7903 in view of US Patent 6,066,181. Claims 3 and 9 have been amended 
into claims 1 and 7, respectively. The features of claims 3 and 9 are not taught by the cited 
references. Accordingly, claims 1 and 7, and the corresponding dependent claims for each of 
claims 1 and 7 are allowable for at least these reasons. 

Claim 12 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
7,092,7903 in view of US Patent 6,066,181 further in view of Vanska. Claims 12 has been 
amended to include the feature of an application manager configured to manage the non- 
MIDlet type application, the application manager further configured to decipher whether the 
non-MIDlet type application is one of an Xlet and an applet through examination of a class 
data stored in an application file. Nowhere do the cited references teach this feature. 
Accordingly, claims 12-15 are allowable for at least these reasons. 
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Applicants respectfully request a Notice of Allowance based on the foregoing 
remarks.
